The  Sarn  Road  ■‘Welopment  Scheme  continued  to  progrc-ss 
the  year,  although  no  actual  work  has  yet  been  started.  I'lie  o-".  ' • . 

for  conversions  and  improvements  v/ere  submitted  to  the  approv.-io  -.  . ..  eti; 
and  -were  a,pprcved.  --t  :s  hoped  that  this  scheme  v;ill  soon  bo  ' a 

as  this  area  is  imdoubtedly  a serious  social  embarrasment  and  a g.  ' . ' 
contribution  v/ill  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  rid  the  town  of  ii  ts 
worst  slaum  problem. 

It  is  appreciated  that  the  Council  are  fully  alive  to  the  acute 
housing  shortage  caused  by  general  applicants  for  housing  accommo^^otT  or  and 
by  a considerable  number  of  substandard  houses  which  require  to  < Ic : l ' 1 
Unfortunately,  the  work  of  meeting  the  housing  demand  is  being  consid  . . oV. 
hindered  by  the  high  cost  of  building  and  the  unbearably  hi^  rates  ol 
borrowing.  The  Council  are  constantly  faced  v;ith  the  problem  of  clearing 
substandard  houses  and  thus  obliging  families  to  live  in  new  houses  with  a 
rental  of  nearly  £5  per  week  when  the  average  earnings  in  the  district  is 
bolov/  £'i0  per  week.  Such  a heavy  drain  on  the  family  budget  could  well 
give  rise  to  other  serious  social  problems.  If  the  housing  problem  is 
to  be  remedied,  the  entire  position  will  have  to  bo  revised  and  much  more 
assistance  must  be  forthcoming  from  the  nationa.1  government  in  order  to 
encourage  local  autlioritios  in  areas  where  the  cost  of  building  is  hif'.. 
to  really  take  positive  action. 

Overcrowding . 


There  are  no  cases  of  legal  overcrowding  in  the  district. 

The  position  of  seasonal  overcrovTding  of  dwelling  hoii',.  £ 
appears  to  be  on  tho  increase.  As  the  area  is  becoming  increasingly 
popular  to  tourists,  tho  demand  for  overnight  accommodation  is  also 
making  an  upv/ard  trend.  Ihie  to  the  very  attr<?,ctive  remunerative  returns 
householders  are  prepared  to  cause  their  families  to  sleep  in  grossly 
overcrowded  conditions  during  the  holiday  season.  At  the  same  timu, 
many  applicants  for  council  houses  make  a great  point' 'of  stressing  their 
need  for  rehousing  due  to  their  bedroom  accommodation  being  insufficient 
for  a mixed  family. 
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(Only  one  private  house  v;as  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year  prospects  for  a 
marked  increase  in  private  building  was  evident. 

IiCPROmiENT  GRiKTS. 


The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  during 
the  year  was  disappointing  particularly  having  regard  to  the  new  typo 
of  standard  grant  \7hich  enables  ox-mers  to  provide  the  five  standard 
amenities  in  houses. 

There  is  still  a trend  for  owners  to  consider  dividing 
substantial  houses  into  tv/o  or  more  units  and  there  is  a considerable 
numbv.-r  of  houses  in  the  district  which  are  ideally  suitable  for  this 
purpose.  This  practice  has  certainly  provided  excellent  units  of 
accommodation  and  at  the  same  tine  helped  to  ease  the  housing  position. 

2 applications  were  received  and  approved  during  the  year  for 
discretionary  grants.

The 
dispasal  of  v/aste  offal  and  produce  does  occassionally  give  rise  to 
concern.  As  waste  products  firm  undertakes  removal  of  the  material 
but  unfortun  'tely  during  the  peak  kill  period  the  frequ^^ncy  of 
collection  is  unsatisfactory.  It  is  very  probable  that  the 
problem  is  not  local  and  perhaps  steps  could  be  taken  on  a v/idsT 
basis  to  overcome  the  difficulty. 

The  high  quality  of  the  home  produced  neat  was  again  very 
evident  and  in  particula,r  it  v/a.s  6i‘‘3.tifying  to  note  that  no  ca.ses 
of  tuberculosis  was  found  in  cattle  and  pigs  - this  is  a reflexion 
on  the  thorough  and  systematic  work  of  the  ilninal  Health  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  xxgriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

pressure  rGducing:'5livalve  was  installed  on  the  trunk  main  before  entering 
the  town,  this  made  it  possible  to  reduce  the  pressure  in  the  tovm  whilst

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at  th9  same  time  a higher  working  pressure  was  possible  on  a brar.ch 
main  feeding  the  Penycefn  region.  In  this  way  the  supply  was  i j. 
but  even  so,  it  cannot  be  said  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  and  the 
houses  still  have  to  rely  on  their  storage  facilities  during  certain 
po"’-  Ctom  off  periods  in  the  day  time* 


The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  their 
repo  it  on  the  water  supply  sytem  togeMier  v/ith  certain  pro  oo  sals  for 
a .jo;int  sorieme  with  the  Eolgella,u  R.D.C,  to  serve  the  JJawddach  estuary. 

I;,  is  ho  be  hoped  that  the  scheme  can  proceed  with  the 
minimum  of  delay  in  order  ihat  the  tovm  and  district  can  enjoy  a v;a.ter 
supply  which  is  satisfoxtory  in  every  respect, 

Re^pila-r  samples  of  the  supply  v/ere  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examin  ition  end  on  every  occassion  the  water  taken  from  the 
town  mein  v/as  reported  to  be  excellent. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  in  bulk  to 

Ponmaenpool  and  also  to  a nuardoer  of  properties  situoled  in  the 
Do'igellau  Rural  District.
